Simpson had attempted- to show 
by his questioning Saturday that 
the use of the word “casualty” in 
her inquiry to the police indicated 
knowledge that her husband had 
been murdered.

hours, dufing which she denied any 
knowledge of the slaying of her 
husband and Mrs. Eleanor Mills.

You frequently see fellow citizens smile at the 
slowness of the courts, even a man who has been 
summonsed for jury duty will perhaps use every 
means possible to escape what he considers use­ 
less proceedure. He has illness at home, business 
excuses, every sort of an excuse and he chafes 
when the presiding official decides it best that he 
remain on the job. 
He sits in the jury box and 
frequently laughs at testimony, he aids in a ver­ 
dict and then comes out to hear some citizen say, 
“Did you see that jury, didn’t they look intelli­ 
gent?” 
He hopes he will not have to waste his

“Consequently,” he reasoned, “when a jury sees 
me prosecuting a man that jury usually knows 
I have something on him else I would not be fool­ 
ing away my own time and the time of the people 
with much foolishness, much ado about nothing.”
